Hoyts to be inducted 
in Hall of Fame 


HOLLAND -— Local fa- 
ther-and-son team, Dick and 
Rick Hoyt, who complete 
triathlons, marathons and 
other endurance events as a 
push-assist duo, will be in- 
ducted into the USA Triath- 
lon Hall of Fame on Friday 
in Tempe, Arizona. 

Rick Hoyt, who was born 
with cerebral palsy and spas- 
tic quadriplegia, commu- 
nicates using an interactive 
computer. When he was a 
teenager, he told his father 
that he wanted to participate 
in a five-mile benefit run for a 
lacrosse player who had been 
paralyzed in an_ accident. 
That was the beginning of the 
duo’s racing career, and since 
then, they have completed 
more than 1,000 running and 
multi-sport events together. 

Dick and Rick completed 
their first triathlon in 1985. 


They finished their first Iron- 
man in 1987 in Penticton, 
B.C. In October of 1988, they 
went to Kona to take part in 
the Ironman World Cham- 
pionship, but were unable 
to complete the swim. They 
went back to Kona in 1989, 
and completed the event, be- 
coming the first duo ever to 
participate in and complete 
that iconic event. They also 
successfully finished the Iron- 
man World Championship 
in 1999. To date, they remain 
one of only two push-assist 
teams ever to have completed 
Kona. To date, they have com- 
pleted 257 triathlons together, 
including six Ironmans and 
seven Ironman 70.3 events. 
There are now push-assist 
duos worldwide who take 
part in running races and tri- 
athlons because of Rick and

young chihuahua is safe and 
sound at Second Chance Ani- 
mal Services thanks to a good 
Samaritan. 

The approximately seven- 
month-old male dog was spot- 
ted by the concerned citizen as 
his owner was about to aban- 
don him in a box in a dumpster 
in Holyoke. The citizen con- 
fronted the owner, who said he 
was the last of a litter born last 
summer. The owner was unable 
to find someone to take this last 
pup and didn’t know what else 
to do. 

The dog went home with 
the rescuer, who told Second 
Chance he got along great with 
their own dog. Unfortunate- 


ly, they don’t have the time to 
devote to a puppy so they con- 
tacted Second Chance to make 
arrangements for the dog at 
their East Brookfield Adoption 
Center. 

Second Chance CEO Sheryl 
Blancato is grateful not only 
that the rescuer stepped in, but 
that they knew where to turn 
for help with the young chihua- 
hua mix. 

“Second Chance has so 
many resources to help keep 
pets in their homes, from our 
vaccine and spay/neuter clinics, 
to subsidized rates for qualified 
households at our veterinary 
hospitals and more,” she said. 
“But we know sometimes peo- 
ple just can’t keep a pet and 
that’s why we’ll always have an 
adoption center. We will always 
be here for pets like Tucker.” 

The Second Chance medical 


staff has already given Tucker 
a thorough check-up and up- 
dated his vaccines. He traveled 
to the Second Chance Com- 
munity Veterinary Hospital in 
North Brookfield for his neu- 
ter surgery, the last step before 
he can be officially adopted. 
All adoptable pets at Second 
Chance are treated to a full 
range of medical attention that 
also includes heartworm/lyme/ 
erlichia/anaplasmosis and fe- 
cal testing, heartworm and flea 
and tick preventatives and a 
microchip.

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Props for indoor seed sowing 
help insure success 


ast week we focused our at- 
tention on the record-keep- 
ing end of growing indoor 
seedlings. This week I thought it 
would be fun to gather together 
the props we'll need when the time 
finally comes for us to start our 
seeds. I had the perfect article in 
the archives to share this informa- 
tion with you. Read on. 

My container of choice for seed 
starting is made of plastic. Unlike 
clay or peat, it will not wick moisture away 
from the growing medium. 

Since constant moisture is necessary for 
germination, this is a plus. A shallow pot is 
best. Some folks like to use old-fashioned 
bulb “pans,” since they are less deep than 
they are wide. I have a number of open flats 
that I reuse year after year. Six of these 
fit in a standard rectangular tray. On top 
of the tray fits a clear plastic “humidity” 
dome. The dome, or even a clear plastic 
bag tented over the top of your containers 
will also help to keep the seed bed moist. 
Reusing containers, trays, labels and other 
supplies is a great idea as long as they are 
clean, sanitized, in fact. Do this by soaking 
them briefly in a 10 percent bleach solution 
after they’ve been washed in soapy water. 
The bleach will kill off any pathogens that 
attack germinating seeds. 

Speaking of pathogens, garden soil 1s full 
of them! For that reason, use a soilless seed 
starting mix or “growing medium” rath- 
er than potting soil in which to start your 
transplants. Besides being free of pathogens 
and weed seeds, it has the perfect blend of 
ingredients to stay moist without being sog- 
gy. Look at your growing medium and no- 
tice shiny flecks as well as what appear to 
be tiny pieces of Styrofoam. The former 1s 
vermiculite, capable of holding many times 
its weight in water, while perlite, the lat- 
ter, drains readily. The main ingredient in 
these mixes is usually peat moss, although 
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some brands these days use coir, 
an easily renewable substance 
made from coconut shells. Be sure 
to purchase a mix that is labeled 
for seed starting; it will be milled 
fine enough so as not to bury tiny 
seeds. 

Now that you have bought your 
seed-starting mix and washed all 
of your supplies, it’s time to think 
heat and light. The optimum 
temperature to start most annu- 
al flowers and vegetables indoors is a very 
comfortable 72 degrees. If your household 
is kept cooler than that it might be worth 
investing in a heat mat or germinating ca- 
bles. Those that come with a thermostat will 
be more expensive, but can be set warmer 
for those crops that prefer heat or cooler for 
those that don’t. Heat mats are used during 
the germination process only, after that 
most seedlings prefer cooler temps in which 
to grow on. 

While seedlings don’t usually need heat, 
they absolutely need light. Mediocre plants 
can be grown on a sunny windowsill if you 
rotate them a few times throughout the day. 
A fluorescent “shop light” affixed with cool 
bulbs hung just a couple of inches above 
young seedlings will greatly improve the 
quality of your plants. Suspend the fixture 
from chains hung from your ceiling and 
raise them as plants grow. 

Sounds simple enough, and it really 1s. 

Try your hand at starting your own seed- 
lings this spring and I promise you'll be 
glad you did!

Dear Rusty: My husband passed 
away at the age of 52, and I was 53. lam 
currently 59. I’ve read about and been 
encouraged to file for widow’s benefits 
from Social Security when I turn 60. 
My question is: does doing that im- 
pact when I should file for my regular 
Social Security benefits? In reading on 
many websites regarding my question, 
this never is addressed on what 1s best. 
Signed: Widowed Survivor 

Dear Survivor: You have my sympa- 
thy for the loss of your husband at such 
a young age. I'll try to clarify your op- 
tions for you. 

Provided you have not remarried you 
can claim your survivor benefit at age 
60, but if you do, it will be reduced by 
28.5 percent from what it would be at 
your full retirement age (FRA) of 67. As 
long as you are explicit when claiming 
your survivor benefit that you are not 
also applying for your own Social Se- 
curity benefit, there will be no negative 
impact to your eventual Social Security 
retirement benefit when you claim that. 
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When should | claim my widow’s benefit? 


But, determining which benefit to take, 
and when, requires some thought. 
Your goal should be to get the high- 
est benefit possible for the rest of your 
life. To help you decide how and when 
to file, you should first see what your 
survivor benefit will be at your full re- 
tirement age (100 percent of what your 
husband was entitled to at his 


your Social Security retirement benefits 
early (e.g., age 62) there’s more for you 
to consider. 

If you are collecting any Social Secu- 
rity benefits before you reach your full 
retirement age (FRA) and you are still 
working, you will be subject to Social 
Security's “earnings limit” which re-

If that amount is more SOCIAL before they take back some of 
than you are entitled to on SECURITY your benefits (the earnings lim- 
your own at age 70, then you it changes annually; for 2020 it 
should consider waiting until MATTERS is $18,240). Up until the year 


age 67 (your FRA) to claim 

your widow's benefit, so you can get 
that higher survivor benefit for the rest 
of your life. 

Conversely, if your own age 70 bene- 
fit will be more than your widow's ben- 
efit at your FRA, then claiming your 
widow's benefit first and allowing your 
own benefit to grow until age 70 when 
it reaches maximum would be the more 
prudent choice. You can get estimates 
of both your survivor benefit and your 
age 70 retirement benefit by contact- 
ing Social Security. But if claiming the 
survivor benefit at age 60 1s what you 
decide, or if you were to instead claim 


you reach your FRA, they will 
take back benefits equal to one half of 
any earnings you have over the limit. 
During the year you reach your FRA 
the limit increases by about 2.5 times 
and the penalty is less, and once you 
reach your FRA there is no longer a 
limit on your earnings. 

So, if you claim your survivor bene- 
fit at age 60 and are working, exceeding 
the earnings limit will result in you per- 
manently losing some of your survivor 
benefits. If, instead, you claim your SS 
retirement benefit early (e.g., at age 62) 
youll still be subject to the earnings 
limit until you reach age 67, but at your 
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FRA they will give you time credit for 
any months you didn’t get your retire- 
ment benefits and increase your benefit 
amount accordingly. 

The important point to remember is 
that you have a choice of which benefit 
to take, and evaluating your options as 
described above should lead you to the 
right answer, whether you should claim 
your reduced survivor benefit at age 60, 
or to delay until it reaches maximum at 
age 67.

Fixing the system is up to all of us

You no doubt remember the old line 
attributed to Ben Franklin when he was 
asked what kind of government the 
Constitutional Convention had created: 
“A republic, if you can keep it!” Well, 
I’ve noticed an interesting thing in recent 
years: it’s got bi-partisan appeal. 

Last fall, for instance, within a few 
weeks of each other House Speak- 
er Nancy Pelosi used it when she an- 
nounced the impeachment inquiry and 
Supreme Court Justice Neil Gorsuch, 
President Trump’s first Court appointee, 
published a book using the line as its ti- 
tle. This is not just an ironic coincidence. 

At a time when Americans are as po- 
larized as I’ve ever seen them, and when 
a lot of people believe our system of 
representative democracy is under exis- 
tential stress, there is still broad (though 
not universal) agreement on the answer 
to the most basic question of all: Do we 
want to keep it? 

We may not be able to agree on val- 
ues, cultural issues, national security, 
or the role of government. We may not 
trust people who disagree with us ideo- 
logically, or find it easy to carry on rea- 
soned, civil political discourse. But we 
agree that we have to search for answers 
to our challenges, and that the founda- 
tions of our system matter: co-equal 
branches of government, a competent 
executive branch, an effective Congress, 
a robust judicial system, and respect for 
the rule of law. 

The problem is, it’s often hard to see 
that common ground. The world we live 
in is filled with forces that pull us apart: 
Class, religion, ethnicity, ideology, and 
perhaps above all, inequality of eco- 
nomic opportunity. Worse, our public 
dialogue emphasizes these differences, 
discourages citizens from listening to 
one another, and dismisses those who 
want to come together, build consen- 
sus, understand the facts, and arrive at 
a common vision for what to do about 
them. In other words, the debate we have 
discourages the very process we need if 
we re to change direction. 

Our challenge, then, is how to get 
ourselves focused on good government 
in a time of multiplying distractions. 
How do we seek the facts, search for 


common ground, and take advantage of 
the virtues of our system, in particular 
its openness to change and reform, to 
improve it? 

I'll reach here for something you 
hear football coaches say a lot when 
their teams are in trouble: It’s time for 
us to get back to practicing the funda- 
mentals. In fact, Pll go even further. We 
know that our system of representative 
democracy can work just fine. It’s done 
so in the past, building on this nation’s 
strengths, allowing us to manage our di- 
visions and disagreements and changing 
social values, and creating a nation that 
was, for a long time, an example and a 
beacon to downtrodden people across 
the globe. So we have to up our game, all 
of us, and make it work again. 

To do this we need to value the basics 
that got us here: openness, accountabili- 
ty, commitment, discipline, and above all 
a sense that each of us, whether a Cabi- 
net secretary or a judge or a member of 
Congress or a state legislator or a con- 
cerned community member, 1s commit- 
ted to making our corner of the world 
work as best it can. Some of us will have 
the opportunity to attack big problems; 
most of us will not. But if we take in- 
spiration from the history and strength 
of our key institutions, from Congress to 
our local school boards, and determine 
to build them up rather than tear them 
down, we can make a difference. Just as 
important, we need to choose our lead- 
ers wisely, electing men and women who 
echo our determination to improve on 
what we’ve spent centuries building. 

I often hear people express how 
turned off and disgusted they are by 
our current circumstances. While I share 
their frustration, I don’t in the least share 
their disdain. Democracy may be under 
attack for its imperfections, and there’s 
no question that our system needs re- 
forms. But let’s not let that blind us to 
what it’s brought us and the opportuni- 
ties it offers all of us.

thers facing three main- 
ly larger schools with bigger populations to draw from, 
the exception — neighboring Athol.

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Panthers win OT thriller over Tigers

BARRE - Word to the wise - don’t 
ever count the Quabbin boys varsity 
basketball team out. 

Hometown fans were treated to quite 
a show last Thursday night when they 
witnessed a thrilling come from behind 
win in overtime against the Tyngsboro 
Tigers 48-44, to improve their overall 
record to 8-2. 

“It is always exciting to win; but 
coming back from a 17-point deficit at 
the half made it that much more spe- 
cial, being able to grind it out with the 
team,” said senior captain Croix Jen- 
kins. “Nobody lost faith in each other, 
and it was a special moment to be a part 
of.” 

After the most recent losses to Nar- 
ragansett and Oakmont, topped off 
with a 23-6 score where the Panthers 
were trailing heading into the locker 
room against Tyngsboro (8-3 overall) 
at halftime, things were looking pretty 
grim. 

“There was no panic or distress,” 
said Quabbin head coach Dennis Dex- 
tradeur. “We have been there before 
with slow starts and while it isn’t some- 
thing we want to experience, we also 
recognize that we are a team that has 
gotten stronger as the game wears on.” 

No doubt the countless hours of 
conditioning off the court proved es- 
sential as this Panther team came out 
in the second half determined to wear 
down the pressure defense the Tigers 
used as their strategy in the first half. 

“We made some adjustments from 
the tactical side on how we were going 
to attack it at halftime,” stated Dex- 
tradeur.

“We played as a team,’ added 
Whitelaw who said after the trey, he felt 
his team was on their way to the win. 
“We came back together. No one per- 
son tried doing it by themselves, it was 
a team effort.” 

Even two big three pointers from 
Tyngsboro were too little too late, as 
Quabbin refused to give up the OT lead, 
forcing the visitors to send their oppo- 
nents to the line three different times 
earning the Panthers four additional 
points and ultimately the 48-44 win.

Warriors grab win over Oxford in league action

OXFORD—What a difference a 
day made for the Tantasqua boys var- 
sity basketball team. 

Twenty four hours after losing a 
heartbreaker at the buzzer, the War- 
riors squeaked out a 54-49 victory 
against the Oxford Pirates in a SWCL 
match-up played at Roger D. Ba- 
con Gymnasium, last Tuesday night, 
Jan.14. 

“We lost by one-point last night, 
but we quickly put that one behind us 
and just focused on tonight’s game,” 
said Tantasqua senior center Troy 
Lee, who scored six of his 10 points 
during the second half. “We played 
very well in this game and it’s just a 
great feeling.” 

Lee, who'll be spending the next 
eight years serving in the United 
States Army, is one of the Warriors 
tri-captains, along with senior for- 
ward Griffin Polga and senior guard 
Ben Doros. 

The Warriors made the 30-minute 
bus ride east on route 20 to Oxford 
High School after suffering a 36-35 
home loss to archrival Shepherd Hill 
on a last second lay-up the previous 
night. 

“This was a very good win for us, 
especially after the way we lost last 
night’s game,” said Tantasqua head 
coach Scott Dion. “A win like this one 


should give us a lot more confidence 
going forward. I thought everyone 
played very well in tonight’s game.” 

The five-point road victory 1m- 
proved Tantasqua’s overall season 
record at 5-2 and they had a perfect 
4-0 league record. The Warriors have 
now won the last six meetings on the 
hardwood against the Pirates. 

The Warriors were trailing by two 
points against the Pirates when junior 
forward Tyler Hall made a jumper 
from the left corner tying the score 
at 44-44 with 2:46 remaining in the 
fourth quarter. 

Hall scored 13 of his team-leading 
15 points after halftime. 

Less than a minute later, sopho- 
more guard Joe Groccia, who scored 
all 12 of his points during the second 
half, drilled a 3-pointer from the right 
wing following a steal giving the War- 
riors a 47-44 lead. 

The duo of Hall and Groccia com- 
bined to score the Warriors final 14 
points of the game. 

The Pirates, who had a 5-3 overall 
and league record following the loss, 
tied the score for the final time at 47 
when senior guard Justin Freeland 
made a 3-pointer with 1:35 remaining. 

With a little more than a minute 
showing on the scoreboard clock, the 
Warriors would retake the lead on an 
inside hoop by Groccia. Then anoth- 
er 3-pointer by Hall from the top of 
the key made it 52-47 with 30 seconds 


leit, 

“That was a huge shot by Tyler,” 
Dion said. “His 3-pointer made it a 
two-possession game, which took a 
little bit of the pressure off of us.” 

Oxford senior guard Alex Duval, 
who finished the game with 17 points, 
was fouled while attempting a three- 
point shot with 10.7 seconds left. He 
made two of the three free throws 
closing the gap to 52-49. 

Oxford senior guard Elijah Wil- 
liams also scored 17 points in the only 
meeting of the regular season between 
the two squads. 

Groccia sealed the deal by making 
a pair of free throws with 9.5 seconds 
remaining. 

“We've been in a funk offensively 
the past couple of games,” Dion said. 
“We finally started to make some 
shots in the second half. We also had 
the height advantage, which helped 
us.” 

One stat that Dion wasn’t very 
pleased about was his team’s foul 
shooting, especially in the second 
half. The Warriors only made 5 of 17 
shots from the line during the final 16 
minutes of the contest. 

Tantasqua didn’t shoot the ball 
very well in the first quarter. 

An old fashion three-point play by 
Tantasqua junior forward Deshean 
Hutchinson (3 points) sliced the War- 
riors deficit to 6-5 with 3:10 remaining 
in the opening quarter. 


Tantasqua, who was trailing 10-5 
at the start of the second quarter, 
put-together an 8-0 run during the 
first four minutes of the second quar- 
ter. 

The Warriors first lead of the game 
was at 11-10 following an inside hoop 
by Polga, which were his only points 
of the first half. He finished the game 
with nine points. 

Hall also made a basket down low 
before the Pirates scored eight unan- 
swered points and retook the lead at 
14-13 with a little more than two min- 
utes remaining in the first half.

Tantasqua held a slim 34-33 lead 
entering the fourth quarter and they 
made some big baskets during the fi- 
nal eight minutes of the contest.

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Quaboag Plantation towns keep agarian roots 


The Brookfields, New Brain- 
tree and Warren were created 
by a land grant made by the 
General Court in 1600, with 
the condition that 20 families 
make it their home within three 
years. It was called the Quabo- 
ag Plantation and included all 
five towns, although each later 
became independent commu- 
nities. 

Similarly, these towns have 
an agricultural history as Ware 
does, which continues today 
with raising livestock for food 
and show, apple orchards, the 
raising of dairy and beef cows 
as well as crops. 

In some ways, agriculture 
has rebounded with a number 
of small farms, such beef cows 
and herbs grown in the fields 
surrounding West Brookfield’s 
iconic Salem Cross Inn, where 
good food and a historic ambi- 
ance come together. 

This area has also been iden- 
tified, particularly Warren and 
North Brookfield, as potential 


eo 


locations for marijuana cultiva- 
tion in former, now-empty mill 
buildings. 

With the legalization of 
medical marijuana a couple of 
years ago, and the more recent 
year’s passage of a law to allow 
for recreational marijuana for 
those 21 and older, many towns 
will see marijuana retail loca- 
tions as well as growing sites. 

What once housed textile 
mills and other manufacturing 
processes may very well be large 
marijuana growing operations. 

When the communities built 
their substantial buildings, a 
number of them were chosen 
to be of brick or stone, such 
as the Merriam-Gilbert Pub- 
lic Library in West Brookfield, 
with some of the brick possi- 
bly coming from brick making 
concerns in West Warren and 
East Brookfield. 

In Brookfield, the Quaboag 
Plantation residents chose Fos- 
ter’s Hill as the location for the 
first several families. It was in- 


corporated as a town in 1673, 
and remained that way for the 
next 68 years. 

The town of Western was 
created in 1741, and then be- 
came Warren in 1834. In 1812, 
an area in the northeastern 
section of Brookfield became 
North Brookfield. In 1848, 
West Brookfield broke away to 
form its own town, and in 1920, 
East Brookfield became an in- 
dependent community. 

But all of those towns devel- 
oped along similar lines with 
agricultural first and then the 
gradual addition of saw and 
grist mills due to available wa- 
ter. Those mills eventually led 
to more industry along the 
banks of waterways in each of 
the towns. 

East Brookfield was even- 
tually home to almost half of 
all the mills in the Brookfields 
in the late 18th and early 19th 
centuries. At one point it had 
three woolen mills, an iron fur- 
nace, machinery makers and a 


brickworks. 

North Brookfield became a 
center of shoe manufacturing 
starting in about 1810, and 1s 
still home to Vibram, which 
makes strong rubber shoe soles. 
It was formerly known as the 
Quaboag Corp., but was pur- 
chased by Vibram earlier this 
year and celebrated its 100th 
anniversary last September. 
Quaboag had been making 
soles for Vibram since the 
1960s. 

The town was also home to 
palm leaf hat makers in the last 
part of the 19th century, and 
was also home to makers of 
overalls and corsets. In 1892, a 
new brickyard was built. 

In West Brookfield, an agri- 
cultural-based area was home 
to saw and grist mills as well as 
some shoe making in the 1830s, 
and in the 1870s, it had added 
a corset factory and a cheese 
maker, as well as furniture, 
yeast and wire factories. 

Warren and West Warren, 


also have roots in agricul- 
ture, but as with Ware and the 
Brookfields, it had grist and 
saw mills in the 1720, and by 
1793, it had additional mills 
and a forge. By 1800, Warren 
had an iron works and powder, 
cotton and woolen mills. In the 
late 1800s, ink, guns and tools 
were also made in town. 

In West Warren, 1n the early 
1800s, there will mills and by 
1883, although by the crash in 
1929, many of the companies 
closed. 

In 1934, the William E. 
Wright Company purchased 
the property of the West War- 
ren Cotton Mills and kept 
making textiles for the next 50 
years. 

All of these towns continue 
to celebrate their agricultural 
roots with events such as West 
Brookfield’s Asparagus Festi- 
val, and farming continues in 
most of them as they also serve 
as bedroom communities for 
Worcester and Springfield.
